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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-1 1 and 16, are drawn to a method of deriving motion profiles 
using a motor control system,, classified in class 318, subclass 696. 

II. Claims 12-15, are drawn to a method of motion analysis in a printer 
device, classified in class 101 , subclass 484. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention II has separate utility such 
as using printer drum and printhead profiles to program the motions of a printhead and 
print drum. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. During a telephone conversation with Eric Overberger on 9/29/04 a provisional 
election was made without traverse to prosecute the invention of Group II, claims 12-15. 
Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. 
Claims 1-1 1 and 16 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 
CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 
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Claim Objections 

5. Claim 14 is objected to because of the following informalities: "of step" on line 2, 
needs to be removed from the claim. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Salomon et 
al. (US Patent 5,953,034). 

Salomon et al. teaches identifying time constraints between a printer drum 
system and a printer head system (Column 8, Lines 46-67 and Column 9, Lines 11-19), 
identifying and supplying known parameters of a printer drum system (Column 9, Lines 
1-10), creating a printer drum profile and a printer head profile, using a printer drum 
profile to program a printer drum system to control motion of a printer drum and using a 
printer head profile to program a printer head system to control motion of a printer head 
(Column 5, Lines 6-13, Column 8, Lines 41-66, Column 9, Lines 1-19).

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 13-15 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Reasons for Allowance 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: regarding 
claim 13, the prior art does not teach or render obvious a method of identifying time 
constraints between a printer drum system, a printer head system, a drum maintenance 
system and a transfix system, identifying and supplying known parameters of a transfix 
system, creating a transfix profile and using a transfix profile to program a transfix 
system to control motion of a transfix roller of a transfix system. 

Regarding claims 14 and 15, the prior art does not teach or render obvious a 
method of using a printer drum profile to program a printer drum system including the 
sub-step of solving a printer drum profile using a recursive algorithm, solving a printer 
head profile using a recursive algorithm, repairing a printer head profile if the recursive 
algorithm indicates an error.
